Christian people ought to have great charity toward 
other Christians with whom they differ on minor points. 
A man may really be a child of God, a Christian, and yet 
be mistakep on matters of Christian faith which are not 
essential to salvation, such as baptism, the Lord’s Supper, 
when Christ will come, whether a saved person can be lost 
or not, whether Christians should observe Saturday, Sunday 


or no day as a Sabbath, etc. 


I think Christians ought to be 
right on everything, but none of 
us are infallible. Orthodox Meth- 
odists, Presbyterians, Pentecostal 
people and many others differ with 
me on some important Bible doc- 
trines, yet we agree on the great 
essentials of the Christian faith, 
such as the inspiration of the 
Bible, the deity of Christ, the 
blood atonement, the fact of sin, 
Heaven and Hell. I do not hesitate 
to call anyone a Christian who 
has trusted in Jesus Christ as his 
own personal Saviour and who be- 
lieves that Jesus, the very Son 
of God, paid for his sins on the 
cross. 

Unfortunately, Christian Science 
cannot be classed as any part of 
the Christian religion, It is not a 
Christian sect, but must be classed 
with the false religions of the 
world, such as Mohammedism, 
Confucianism, Buddhism, etc. This 
is a startling statement and we 
are sad that it is true, but it is 
true, as we can very easily show. 

A traveling salesman on a Geor- 
gia train which stopped at a small 
town at noonday heard a colored 
man walking up and down the 
platform crying, “Hot chicken pie! 
Hot chicken pie! Hot chicken pie, 
twenty-five cents!” The salesman 
bought the chicken pie, but found 
it unpalatable.

In the first place 
it isn’t chicken, but beef, and it 
is not hot, but entirely cold. Why 
do you call it hot chicken pie?”

It is good for us to see the mat- 
ter illustrated of how one comes 
to Christ and secures His bless- 
ing. It is good to note how faith 
is illustrated, as it is again and 
again in the Scriptures.

First, remember that fasting is 
not a command. The Bible never 
anywhere says that Christians 
ought to fast any certain length 
of time or with any definite regu- 
larity. The Pharisee, who said, “I 
fast twice in the week” (Luke 
18:12) was an unsaved man who 
is not commended. Catholics who 
do without meat on Fridays and 
during Lent, for example, are not 
following any Bible command. 


Second, we should remember 
that fasting, as taught in the 
Bible, is never an end in itself. I 
think we could say that generally 
one who fasts is no better than 
one who does not fast, as far as 
the value of fasting for its own 
sake is concerned, 


But fasting in the Bible was 
always for a particular purpose 
in seeking the face of God, If one 
is in great trouble and is waiting 
on God for help, it is perfectly 
proper to do without sleep or with- 
out food or to leave off business, 
to give first attention to seeking 
God’s face. If one is burdened for 
lost people, and waiting on Him, 
pleading for their salvation, it is 
perfectly proper for a burdened 
Christian to leave off other things

Just here is the 
vital mistake made by the seeker 
after God. As long as the soul 
dictates to Jesus how He shall 
bless, it shall not get His blessing. 
As long as the soul states terms 
to Jesus, it shall have no favor 
of Him, no forgiving love. So Je- 
sus put this man to the test, and 
said in effect: “Aren’t you demand- 
ing that I shall work signs, that 
I shall do wonders for you, before 
you will commit your boy to Me 
at all?” The man saw the vital 
point, and relinquished his boy 
without reservation or dictation 
into Jesus’ hands. 


© sinner, listen to this simple 
statement: Since Jesus does the 
saving, does all of it, won’t you 
let Him save you His way? You 
will never be saved any other 
way. You will never be saved at 
all, -be sure of it, until you just 
let Jesus save you His own way. 
Now tonight He would save you. 
He wishes to save you now. There 
is no doubt about that. Today 
is the accepted time always with 
Him, and never tomorrow. Now, 
tonight, in this place, there are 
some who are not saved, Do you 
wish to be? Won’t you now say, 
“Lord, Jesus, I will not say that 
Thou must bless me this way or 
that way, or some other way. I 
simply ask that Thou wilt bless 
in Thine own Divine way, and I 
do make absolute surrender of 
my case now and forever to Thee.” 


Won't you thus yield yourselves 
to Christ? If you will, you shall 
be saved here tonight. O Spirit of 
God, wilt Thou not draw these 
lost ones thus to trust themselves 
to Christ? 

And now here appears. the 
second degree or manifestation of 
the nobleman’s faith. What was 
it? When the nobleman relinquish- 
ed the boy into Jesus’ hands,

'the man believed the word that

'is the seeking sinner saved. ‘The 
man believed the word that Je- 
sus had spoken unto him.” The 
man really took Jesus at His word. 
Right there the seeking sinner is 
saved, 


The sinner may weep; the sin- 
ner may pray; the sinner may be 
filled with great grief; the sin- 
ner’s heart may be sorely wrenched 
and disturbed; the sinner may be 
cast down and filled with gloom 
unutterable, and yet go down, and 
deeper down and be forever lost, 
unless he takes Jesus at His word, 
and closes in with Him. When Je- 
sus says: “Him that cometh to 
me, I will in no wise cast out,” 
the seeking sinner is to answer 
back and say: “Lord, I will come; 
I will surrender to Thee; I will 
take Thee to be my Saviour; 
though I do not understand it, 
yet it is enough for me that Thou 


idost invite me. Gladly therefore 


do I yield; I surrender forever 
to Thee. I take Thee at Thy word; 
living or dying, I give my all to 
Thee.” Right there the sinner is 
saved. 


O lost one, now listening so 
earnestly to what I am saying, if 
Jesus were here tonight, and He 
should say: “Will you trust your 
soul to Me; if you will, I will 
save you?” what would be your 
answer? He will not force you. 
He will not bind you hand and 
foot and tie you and drag you in. 
Christ does not save that way. 
Christ sends His Word and His 
Spirit to show you your need, to 
show you your duty, to show you 
your danger, to convince your mind 
and awaken your heart, He thus 
sets before you life and death. 
He says: “The soul that will sur- 
render utterly to Jesus shall have 
life.’ He also says: “The soul 
that keeps away from Jesus, and 
refuses to rely upon Jesus, must 
go down, forever down, unto 
spiritual death.” 


Now when the soul just closes in 
with Christ, and says: “I will take 
Him at His word,” such soul is 
saved. His word is: “Commit thy 
way unto the Lord; trust also in 
Him, and He shall bring it to 
pass.” “Then I will commit my way 
to Thee, just as Thou hast said. 
I close in with Thee, Lord Jesus, 
just as Thou hast bidden me do, 
receiving Thee to be my Saviour.” 
Whenever the soul does _ that, 
Christ saves such soul. 


Do you see the nobleman going 
yonder? He is singing. Ten min- 
utes ago his face was covered 
with the lines of anxious sorrow. 
Now he is singing. Listen how he 
sings, how cheerily he sings, Let 
us stop him and talk with him: 


“Nobleman, why that joyous 
singing?” 

“My boy is better.” 

“When did you hear. from 
him?” 

“Yesterday; I left home yester- 
day.” 

“How was he when you 
left?” 

“He was at the point of 
death.” 


“And is that the last time you 
have heard?” 

“Yes, yes, it is the last time I 
have heard.” 

“Ten minutes ago, Mr. Noble- 
man, your face was covered with 
distress and sorrow. Now it is all 
gone. Why this change?” 

“Because I put my boy’s case 
into the hands of Jesus, and He 
said that He would heal him, and 
I have taken Him at His word.” 

“Is that all, Nobleman?” 

“That is all.” 

“‘Do you mean to say that what 
He said is the occasion for your 
joy?” 

“That is just it.” 


“Do you mean to say that the 
reason why you are now happy is 
what Jesus said to you?” 

“Yes, I mean that; He has said 
that my boy is to live and I take 
Him at His word; He has said 
it, and I am going back rejoicing; 
He has said it, and I expect to 
find it just like He said it; He 
has said it, and He will keep His 
word; that is the reason for all my 


joy. 

Right there the soul is saved, O 
sinner, close in with Jesus, take 
Him now at His word. 

For the soul just to take Je- 
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er of the store finally had to in- 
sist they take no more luxury 
items but just staples. But when 
the man finally received pay for 
the work he had been doing, he 
refused to pay his large bill on 
the ground that he had been mis- 
treated! 


2. The Choir’s Teeth 


Several years ago I was in a 
revival campaign in an Illinois 
town where I met a dentist who 
had worked his way through den- 
tal school while I worked my way 
through Moody Bible Institute. 
He came to hear me preach and 
seemed greatly concerned about 
his soul. Several times he raised 
his hand for prayer but did not 
come forward. Finally, I went to 
see him at his office. 


“Russ,” I said frankly, “I saw 
you raise your hand for prayer 
again last night, but you did not 
accept Christ. I have come to ask 
you, man-to-man, if you will not 
receive Christ and become a 
Christian.” 


He looked at me for a moment 
and then said, “You mean you 
want to talk to me about salva- 
tion right here?” 


“Yes,” I replied, “I do.” 


Again, he looked at me for a 
Jong moment and then abruptly 
turned and walked to his recep- 
tionist in the outer office. “Miss 
B————.,” he said, “How many 
appointments do I have for this 
afternoon?” She counted them 
and told him how many there 
were. He asked if any of the ap- 
pointments were urgent, and she 
said she hardly thought so. 

“Then call them on the ’phone 
and cancel all appointments for 
the afternoon,” he said. 

She looked rather surprised but 
did as he said as he stood by her 
desk. When she had called the 
last one, he told her she might 
take the afternoon off. 


“But,” she asked, “isn’t there 
anything else you want me to do 
this afternoon, Doctor?” 

“Yes, there is,” he said, “I 


want you to lock the door as you. 


leave!” 

A very puzzled nurse quickly 
straightened her desk, picked up 
her purse, clicked the night latch, 
gave him another puzzled look 
and pulled the door closed behind 
her! 

The dentist then turned to me 
and said, “Bill, if you will only 
show me right here and now how 
I can be saved, I'll be grateful to 
you as long as I live! There is 
nothing in the world I want as 
much as I want to be a Christian.” 


So I took my Bible and showed 
him God’s simple plan of salva- 
tion, and he gladly accepted 
Christ, I remember his moist eyes, 
his warm handshake and his trem- 
bling voice as he suggested we 
thank God for saving him and that 
we pray for his wife to be saved, 
too. (She was saved that afternoon 
in their home as he and I talked 
with her.) 


He had been so ready to be 
saved, so easy to win, that I could 
not help but ask him why in the 
world he had not been saved long 
before, He began to grin sheep- 
ishly as he said, “I have gone to 
the church many times hoping I 
would find out how to be saved, 
but every time I got so mad that 
I didn’t hear a thing the preach- 
er said!” 

“You got mad! Did someone of- 
fend you? What in the world did 
you get mad about?” 

“Well, I'm ashamed of it now,” 
he said, “but I would get mad 
every time that choir got up to 
sing—you see, almost every one 
of them were singing through 
teeth they hadn't paid me for!” 


And I am afraid there are many 
Christians in our churches who 
are so careless in financial matters 
that the unsaved have no. respect 
for them and will not listen to 
them sing, testify or preach. 


3. Not an Adulterer 


Nor was the Pharisee an adul- 
terer. He was not untrue to his 
wife, his family or his own body. 
And certainly in this world of lust 
and license, filthy writing, obscene 
talk and ‘slack morals, it is re- 
freshing to-know men who live 
clean, wholesome lives. 

In this day of loose morals, it 
would be well for all of us to re- 


member that adultery is one of the 
most horrible sins a person can 
commit. It is one of the few sins 
for which God, in the Old Testa- 
ment, demanded the death penalty. 
In Leviticus 20:10, we read: 
“And the man that committeth 
adultery with another man’s wife, 
even .he that committeth adultery 
with his neighbor’s wife, the adul- 
terer and the adulteress shall 
surely be put to death.” 


The same chapter goes on to 
say any man and woman should 
die if he “lies” with his father’s 
wife, his daughter-in-law, sister, 
aunt, sister-in-law, and so on. 

Deuteronomy 22 says that a 
man and a girl should be slain if 
they go into this sin and she be en- 
gaged to another. 

And Numbers 25 tells the grue- 
some story of how 24,000 Israelites 
were slain because they commit- 
ted whoredom. 


Further, there is the curse of 

venereal disease that plagues a- 
dulterers. Even worse is the fact 
that again and again the Bible 
tells us that it is a sin that leads 
to Hell! Notice I Corinthians 6:9, 
10: 
“Know ye not that the unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of 
God? Be not deceived: neither for- 
nicators, ..., nor adulterers, nor 
effeminate, nor abusers of them- 
selves with mankind, .. . shall in- 
herit the kingdom of God.” 

Again, in Revelation 21:8, we 
read “. .. whoremongers ... shall 
have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone. 

You see, then, that the sin, the 
horrible sin, of adultery will not 
only break the hearts of those 
who love you and ruin your own 
self-respect but may easily destroy 
your body and send your soul to 
Hell. God Himself, whose name is 
Love, says an adulterer is not fit 
to live but should legally be put 
to death, 


Moreover, it is obviously clear 
from the Seriptures that it is 
worse for a man to go into adul- 
tery than for a woman. Man, not 
woman, was made in the image 
of God. Man, not woman, is to be 
the head of the home just as 
Christ is Head of the church, Man 
is to lead the wife in paths of 
righteousness and set the stand- 
ards for morality. Therefore, just 
as it would be worse for Christ 
to sin than one of us, so it is worse 
for a man—representing Christ— 
to sin than a woman. 


Certainly this Pharisee is to be 
commended for being true to his 
wife, true to his children and true 
to his own body. He was not an 
adulterer. 


4. Was Willing to Fast 

“T fast twice in the week,” he 
said. I suppose he meant he did 
without food two whole days a 
week! And although I am not in 
favor of Christians fasting as a 
ritual, without some real burden, 
vet I must say my hat is off to 
this man for being willing to sac- 
rifice in order to do what he 
evidently believed to be right. 

I only wish more Christians 
would be willing to inconvenience 
themselves a bit in order to do 
things they know would be 
pleasing to God. But instead 
of being willing to do without 
food for two whole days a week, 
the average Christian is definitely 
“put out” if the pastor holds him 
until five minutes after twelve 
on Sunday mornings! Instead of 
thinking of Sunday as a day in 
which to serve God, pray, read the 
Bible and win souls, the average 
family thinks of Sunday as the 
day when they get together to 
eat too much and then take a nap 
to sleep it off! 


I don’t want to be hard on you. 
I understand that you love the 
Lord, you want to see souls saved, 
you want to see your church 
grow, you want to win your loved 
ones to Christ and you are willing 
to do anything you can in the 
Lord’s work—just as long as it 
doesn’t: inconvenience you! 

But this man was better than 
many Christians—he was willing 
to pay a price to carry out his 
honest convictions. 


5. He Tithed, Too 


Furthermore, the Pharisee gave 
tithes of all he possessed. He was 
as honest with God in money mat-

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sus at His word is the simplest 
thing in the world, if only the 
soul may see it. I said to a 
young man in the congregation last 
night, who tarried after the ser- 
vice and who was deeply distressed 
about his soul: “What would you 
do if Jesus Christ stood here by 
your side, in person, so that you 
could see Him, and touch Him and 
talk to Him face to face? And 
if He made to you the distinct 
proposal: ‘Young man, with all 
your sins, and fears, and doubts, 
and difficulties, mentally, morally, 
and of every other character, if 
with them all you will make the 
surrender of yourself utterly and 
forever to Me, I will save and keep 
you, what would be your an- 
swer?” 

In the twinkling of an eye he 
said: “‘Why, I would do it.” 

Then I sought to show him from 
the Word of God that the way 
of life is that simple. God comes 
to the sinner and says: “Sinner, 
give Me your heart.” 

The sinner answers: “It is a bad 
heart.” 

“Yes, I will make it good.” 

“Tt is a sinful heart, Lord.” 

“Yes, that is the reason I call 
for you; it needs to be saved; it 
needs to be made anew.” 

“Well, Lord, I cannot under- 
stand it.” 

“I did not say that; 
trust it to Me.” 

“Well, Lord, I have this serious 
trouble and that.” 


And He answers: “Come along 
with all your troubles, and I will 
manage every one of them for 
you; I will save you unto the 
uttermost; I know all about your 
every difficulty, and every sin and 
every fear; 1 came on purpose 
to save sinners. Will you trust 
Me, that I may save you? If ever 
you are saved, I must save you.” 


The soul that sincerely answers: 
“Lord, I close in with Thee, re- 
ceiving Thee to be mine and giv- 
ing myself to be Thine forever,” 
right there such soul is saved. 

May I take a leaf out of my own 
little life, as I sought the Saviour? 
I went for years seeking the Sav- 


I said, 


ters as he was with men. He gave 
a tenth of his income to God. 
Every Christian should do the 
same and more—he should give 
tithes and offerings, And I tell you 
frankly I think any Christian who 
is not a tither is a deliberate 
crook! 

You say that’s strong language. 
It sure is! But if you don’t like 
it, you will have to argue with 
God about it because that is what 
He says. “Will a man rob God?” 
Malachi asks, “‘Yes,’’ God answers, 
“in tithes and offerings.” 

“Oh,” you say, “but tithing is 
in the Old Testament.” 

“So what?” 

“We-ll, it’s part of the Old 
Testament law, and the law was 
done away with when Jesus came. 
The ordinances were nailed to 
His cross.” 

I think you are so wrong it 
would be hard for you to be any 
wrong-er! Abraham was a tither; 
where was the law then? Jacob 
tithed, too. They did so because 
God put it in their hearts. Hun- 
dreds of years later when God 
gave the law to Moses, tithing was 
incorporated, although it had al- 
ready been in effect as had God’s 
law concerning murder, stealing, 
and so forth. Tithing was not and 
is not a ceremony but a matter 
of right and wrong. 


Jesus said, “Ye pay tithe of mint 
and anise and cummin... these 
ought ye to have done” (Matt. 
23:23). Ceremonies pointing to the 
Saviour were, of course, done 
away with since they are no more 
needed now that Jesus has come 
and has fulfilled the law, But 
there is a definite need today for 
the tithes and offerings of God's 
people to carry on the work of 
the Gospel. Yes, tithing is a solemn 
obligation, and I sadly repeat; 
you are a deliberate crook if you 
rob God of your tithes and offer- 
ings. 


6. A Good Man—But Lost 


The more you study the life of 
this man, the more you realize 
what an unusually good man he 
was. There was just one thing 
wrong with him—he wus headed

iour. I do not believe there was a 
day in all those years, from my 
boyhood up to young manhood, I 
do not believe there was a day 
that I was not more or less seek- 
ing the Saviour, But what miscon- 
ceptions I had about the way to 
be saved! I believe now, as I study 
the Scriptures, and study Chris- 
tian experience, and study my own 
experience, it seems to me now 
that if any man at any time 
during those several years had 
come to me and had shown me 
just this: “If you are ready here 
and right now to give yourself, 
your all, to Jesus Christ to be 
His forever, receiving Him to be 
yours,” it seems to me now that 
if any man had put it that way 
to me, I would have decided for 


Christ in one moment. I believe it | 


would have been closed with me, 
determined by me in a moment. 
This matter of the soul’s salva- 
tion is a matter of direct dealing 
with the personal Christ. He says: 
“What wilt thou that I should do 
unto thee?” 

Now, what is Christ’s Word? 
Here is one of His sayings: “Him 
that cometh to me I will in no 
wise cast out.” That includes you, 
my child. “Him that cometh to 
me I will in no wise cast out.” 
That includes you, my young man. 
Why, do you think this good and 
all-merciful Saviour would push 
you away tonight if you said from 
your heart: “Lord, I will give up 
to Thee,” do you think He would 
reject you? Why, the one great 
thing that He is concerned about 
is that sinners may come to Him. 


He calls men to preach, that they |

He has 
His churches in the world for the 
same great purpose. He _ sends 
His Spirit to impress the lost, 
and to move upon Christian hearts

for Hell! He was not saved. He 
was trusting in his own righteous- 
ness. 


Am I trying to tell you that a 
good man like this, a man who is 
honest and clean-living, who fasts 
and tithes, who is very religious 
and attends church and even prays 
publicly—am I trying to tell you 
a man like that can go to Hell? 
Absolutely! The Bible makes it 
clear that all of us are sinners by 
birth and sinners by choice and 
that we cannot be saved from our 
sins by any righteousness of our 
own.

of the wicked publican. 


Il. The Wicked Man 


Evidently this publican was 
everything the Pharisee was not. 
He was crooked in money matters. 
He was a Jew who had taken a 
job from the Roman government 
to collect taxes from 
countrymen. Such men were des- 
pised by the Jews because they so 


often overcharged and dishonestly | 


kept the surplus. 


Evidently he was an adulterer. 
It would be in keeping with his 
character, and probably the Phari- 
see meant that he was when he 
said, “or even as this publican.” 


Certainly he was not accustomed 
to attending the temple services, 
did not fast or tithe. He was a vile, 
filthy wretch who plainly felt out 
of place in the temple, and he did 
not try to appear other than he 
was. Filled with shame, he stood 
with bowed head and humbled 
heart as he pleaded, “God be 
merciful to me a sinner.” And 
God saved him! 


God did not save the Pharisee, 


take commun- | 


because he would not acknow- 
ledge that he was a sinner. God 
cannot save any man who does 
not approach Him on the same 
basis as the publican—a _ sinner 
who needs forgiveness. Jesus came 
to call, not the righteous but 
“sinners” to repentance.

'Christ Jesus came into the world 
|to save sinners: of whom I am

Ill. The Wicked Man Justified 


Jesus said concerning this pub- 
'lican, ‘I tell you, this man went 
'down to his house justified rather 
| than the other.’ He was “justified.” 
|This simply means he was saved. 
I once heard a preacher say the 
word “justify” meant “just-as-if” 

just-as-if one had never sinned! 
| And that is what it means. To be 
saved means to be justified in 
God’s sight. to be cleansed as 


| though one had never sinned. 


1. How Ae Be Justified 
To ask how you can be justified 


in God's sight is the same as

Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” 

Now, we see the truth more 
clearly. We are all sinners, but 
God loves us. He loves us so much 
He gave Jesus to us that we might 
receive Him and be justified, be 
saved. Salvation, then, is a gift 
that comes through our accept- 
ance of Christ. 


2. Gift Useless Without Acceptance 


Of course, both you and I know 
that the finest gift in the world 
will do you no good if you will 
not accept it. I bought a box of 
chocolate candy for a girl one 
time, but she would not accept 
it, so it did her no good. (It 
didn’t do me any good, either— 
I ate it, and it made me sick!) 
If I had a suit of clothes made 
that was of your exact size and 
favorite color and material, and 
if I paid for it, it would never 
do you any good unless you were 
willing to accept it, 


And even though God loves you 
so much He has given Jesus to 
you, even Jesus Christ will do 
you no good if you do not accept 
Him, You must accept this Gift 
if you would be justified, if you 


| would go to Heaven. If you reject 


'asking what you must do to be 


saved. And the answer is the same 
i'—"“Believe on the Lord Jesus 
|Christ, and thou shalt be saved.” 
| Good neighbor, this is a truth 
so simple we often overlook it. 
| Salvation is a gift! It is not some- 
thing you work for, and it is not 
‘something you pay for, It is a 


| Ephesians 2:8, 9:

Now turn to Romans 6:23 which 
tells a bit more about this marvel- 
ous “gift” of God:

writings as inspired along with it. 
Christian Science does not believe 
fn Christ as God, but only as a 
good man, not different in kind 
from other men, Christian Science 
does not believe that man is a 
sinner, that man needs to repent 
and be born again, but believes 
that man is already perfect, un- 
fallen and like God. Christian 
Science therefore does not be- 
lieve in the atonement made by 
Christ on the cross for us, as 
taught in the Bible. Christian 
Science does not teach the person- 
ality of the Holy Spirit, but that 
Mary Baker Eddy and her writ- 
ings fulfilled the promise of the 
Comforter, Christian Science does 
not believe in the personality of 


the Devil, nor the reality of sin nor | 


Hell. Christian Science so-called is 
as unchristian as the teachings of 
Bob Ingersoll, Tom Paine and 


Voltaire! In fact. Christian Science | 
has much in common with these} 


infidels. 

But while. the teachings of 
Christian Science are thoroughly 
unchristian, many individual Chris- 


tian Scientists are Christian 
people, I sincerely believe. They 
were saved people before they 


were deluded by the wicked false- 
hoods of Christian Science. People 
who have already trusted in the 
blood of Christ may sometimes be 
led into foolish cults and isms like 
Christian Science. But be it under- 
stood: Christian Science never 
makes Christians. Christian 
Science does not teach people to 
repent, to seek forgiveness and a 
change of heart, to trust Christ 
as a personal substitute and a 
Saviour from sin. Christian 
Science teaches people to follow 
the example of Jesus in His life, 
calling Jesus. the “Way-shower” 
but denying that He is literally 
what He called Himself, “The 
Way.” Christian Science has no 
doctrine to teach a sinner he needs 
saving, no doctrine to show how a 
sinner may be saved. It beclouds 
the Bible by adding to it the writ- 
ings of Mary Baker Eddy, so that 
the sinner will not be convicted 
by the Word. Christian Science 
does not present a Saviour whose 
blood can save, nor a sinner who 
needs saving. Christian Science 
does not make Christians. It mis- 
leads ignorant Christians, prose- 
lytes troubled Christians, and 
steals the sheep from other flocks. 

Real Christians must love Chris- 
tian Scientists so-called, but must 
love them as they love lost, un- 
converted sinners. Every Chris- 
tian ought to pray for those of 
his friends deluded by this wicked, 
unchristian, false religion, Pray for 
them as you pray for other in- 
fidels who deny that Jesus is God. 
Pray for them as you pray for 
other unconverted moral men who 
say that man is good and does not 
need to be born again. Pray for 
them as you would for other idola- 
ters, for their worship and rever- 
ence for Mary Baker Eddy is wick- 
ed idolatry, putting her before 
God. Pray for them as you would 
Mohammedans who follow the 
Koran instead of the Bible. Pray 
for them as you would Hindu 
people who rely upon the Vedas 
instead of the Bible as the Word 
of God. Pray for them as you would 
Mormons who take the Book of 
Mormon instead of the Bible. In 
other words, pray for poor, de- 
luded Christian Scientists as you 
would for other unconverted sin- 
ners who must be forever lost in 
Hell because of their sins which 
they deny and for their rejection 
of Christ as their personal Sav- 
iour and very God. 

There are many good people who 


are deceived by the foolish vagar- 
ies and unscriptural teaching of 
Christian Science. They were not 
thoroughly grounded in the plain 
teaching of the Bible and were led 
astray. 

I do not doubt their sincerity, 
and I do not mean to cast any 
reflection on them. However, I 
know beyond a doubt that the 
Christian Science system of teach- 
ing is unchristian, deceitful, wick- 
ed, blasphemy and that its offic- 
ial statements are in direct opposi- 
tion to Bible Christianity. 


Christian Science Healings 

Are people ever really healed 
through Christian Science? I think 
that very likely they are. We are 
_ told that the Devil will come as 
‘an angel of light (II Cor, 11:13- 
| 15), and to do that he must appear 
| good and beautiful. 


| Read that passage and you will 
see how false apostles and de- 
ceitful workers apparently do 
good, because the Devil uses them 
to deceive. 


“For such are false apostles, de- 
ceitful workers, transforming 
themselves into the apostles of 
Christ, And no marvel; for Satan 
himself is transformed into an 
angel of light. Therefore it is no 
great thing if his ministers also 
be transformed as the ministers of 
righteousness; whose end shall be 
according to their works,.”—II 
Cor, 11:13-15, « 

Certainly Satan would be will- 
‘ing to heal people occasionally if 
he could thereby keep people from 
believing in the deity of Christ 
and trusting in His blood for sal- 
vation, 

Do not doctors who are infidels 
and atheists treat sickness suc- 
cessfully? Do not unbelieving sur- 
geons perform operations which 
are successful? Then why should 
it be thought strange that Chris- 
tian Scientists often report cases 
of healing? Yes, I have no doubt 
that people are often healed 
through “Christian Science” just 
as they are through infidel doctors. 
That does not prove Christian 
Science is of God. 

Jesus tells in Matthew 12:43- 
45 about how an unclean spirit 
sometimes goes out of a man 
without being cast out by the 
Lord, but He says that the last 
state of that man is worse than 
the first. Sometimes men reform 
without being reborn. The system 
of religion the Pharisees held in 
the time of Christ presented out- 
wardly a beautiful moral char- 
acter but it covered a rotten heart. 
The Devil often does things that 
appear good in order to lead people 
away from the Bible and from 
God. So the Devil has some at- 
tractive and good features in 
every false religion. I remind you 
that the magicians of Pharaoh's 
court when Moses came before 
him (Exod. 7:10-12) worked mir- 
acles. 

What will happen when thou- 
sands of so-called “Christian 
Science” practitioners come before 
Christ to tell of their good deeds 
and to claim a part of Heaven? 
Doubtless Jesus had them in mind 
as well as others when He said, 
“Many will say to me in that day, 
Lord, Lord, have we not prophe- 
sied in thy name? and in thy name 
have cast out devils? and in thy 


name done many wonderful 
works?” (Matt. 7:22). 
But to every one who came 


denying that Jesus is God, denying 
that man is a sinner, denying any 
need for atoning blood, it is al- 
ready settled what the Lord Jesus 
will tell them. He says, 
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“And then will I profess unto 
them, I never knew you: depart 
from me, ye that work iniquity.” 
—Matt. 7:23. 


That is what the Lord Jesus said 
will happen to people who pro- 
phesy in His name, in His name 
cast out devils, in His name do 
many wonderful works or cures. 
Jesus will send them away into 
outer darkness because He never 
knew them in personal regenera- 
tion and salvation, 

If Christian Science healers ac- 
tually get people healed from sick- 
ness, then that is no more than 
Judas did who is now “in Hell, 
and no more than many other false 
teachers have done who are un- 
converted and must face Christ in 
the judgment with other lost sin- 
ners. Healings do not prove that 
Christian Scientists are Christians. 
In fact, Jesus plainly said that 
there would be wonder-workers 
who were unconverted and not 
Christians though they would pre- 
tend to be. 


Mental Healings, or Answers 
to Prayers? 


For that matter, I remind you 
that the healing methods of Chris- 
tian Science are more or less a 
system of mind cure which has 
been practiced often by many 
other people not pretending to be 
Christian Scientists. Coue taught 
people to say, “Every day in every 
way, I am getting better and bet- 
ter.”” Actually a cheerful frame of 
mind does help to heal the body, 
as every physician knows. In fact, 
physicians know that a very large 
part of most healing is psycho- 
logical. Many doctors have given 
bread pills and all doctors try to 
impart a cheerful, hopeful atti- 
tude. In that way, doubtless, the 
Christian Science system of heal- 
ing has often promoted healing. 


Denying a Fact Does Not 
Always Change It 
Mental suggestion often does 
good. It sometimes banishes fear 
and removes worry, and so helps 


-to restore normal heart action, 


proper digestion, gland secretion, 
etc. But Christian Science often 
fails because mental suggestion 
does not always remove the fact. 

You have heard of the boy who 
started to cross a field with his 
grandmother but was scared by 
a billy goat, The grandmother 
was a Christian Scientist and she 
said, “Now, now, Jimmie, remem- 
ber your Science, You know the 
goat couldn’t hurt you, so don’t 
be afraid.” 

“Yes,” said the boy, “I know the 
goat can’t hurt me and you know 
the goat can’t hurt me, but Grand- 
mother, the goat doesn’t know it!” 
Denying the fact might not keep 
the goat from butting. 


Another case might have in- 
volved the same boy and his 
grandmother. 


“Grandmother,” said the boy, 
“Grandfather is sick.” 

“No, no,” said this good devotee 
of Christian Science, “remember 
your Science. We know there is 
no such thing as sickness and 
pain and evil. You should have 
said, ‘Grandfather THINKS he 
is sick.’ 

The boy went about his business 
but later returned to say to his 
grandmother, “Grandmother, 
grandfather thinks he is dead!” 
The doctors and the undertaker 
thought so, too, and they buried 
him! 

So it is with the folly of Chris- 
tian Science. Mental suggestion 
cannot change the fact of the ter- 
rible wickedness of the human 
heart. To deny that there is sin 
when the Bible again and again 
states that all have sinned and 
that there is none righteous, is 
folly. To deny sin when day by 
day the millions of earth are dy- 
ing under its curse, is wickedness. 
To deny that there is sin when 
Jesus died a terrible death to save 
us from the penalty of it, is un- 
christian, unscriptural and devil- 
ish. 

Satan can well afford to help 
heal the sick if he can get men to 
deny the fact of sin, the need to 
be born again, the deity of Christ, 
and the power of His blood. 


God Sometimes Answers 
Prayer for Real Christians 
Among Christian 
Scientists 

Doubtless, also, many sincere 
Christians who call themselves 
Christian Scientists honestly pray 


to God for healing and get it. 
I believe in prayer for the sick. 
Christian Science certainly did not 
invent that doctrine, for it is 
plainly taught in the Bible, and 
there are thousands of Christians, 
not Christian Scientists, who know 
from happy experience that God 
does heal the sick in answer to 
prayer. 

The mercy of God is so great 
that He gives us far more than we 
deserve, Has He not answered 
your prayers when you were ig- 
norant of His Word and unworthy 
of His blessings? Do you not be- 
lieve that He sometimes answers 
the prayers for healing of the body 
of Pentecostal people and others 
who hold to the “tongues” doc- 
trine, or who teach sinless perfec- 
tion? God has answered many of 
my prayers when I did not deserve 
it and when I did not have full 
light on the Scriptures, nor even 
as much as I now have, 


So we may know that when a 
real Christian, a born-again child 
of God, has ignorantly accepted 
some of the tenets of Christian 
Science but nevertheless prays in 
faith to God for healing, that 
prayer is answered. The Scripture 
says, “The prayer of faith shall 
rsave the sick” (James 5:15). But 
such healings are not triumphs 
of Christian Science. Thousands 
pray such prayers and are answer- 
ed who know that Christian 
Science is unscriptural, All of us 
ought to believe what the Bible 
teaches about prayer and we 
ought to practice it, concerning 
every need, whether physical, men- 
tal or spiritual. We have done 
wrong to let Christian Science 
take the credit for healing in an- 
swer to prayer. We should testify 
more often of the power of God 
to heal. 

But whether the sick are healed 
by the power of the Devil that 
he may delude Christian Scien- 
tists into thinking Jesus is not God 
and that sin is not real, etc., or 
whether the Christian Scientists 
induce a hopeful attitude of mind 
which helps nature to heal, or 
whether sincere Christians among 
them really pray to God for heal- 
ing, in the Bible sense of prayer, 
and get it, these things do not 
change at all the fact that Chris- 
tian Science is an unchristian re- 
ligion, opposed to the Bible and 
leading astray many thousands of 
souls. 

And if there reads this one who 
has not confessed himself a sinner 
and fled to a crucified Saviour 
for mercy and personal salvation, 
then I beg you, do so today. 
Jesus IS the Son of God. He is 
“The mighty God.” He is “the 
way”’—the only way. He is real, 
a real person. Sin is real. You are 
a guilty sinner; may I say it kind- 
ly, a condemned sinner, if you have 
not received Jesus by faith as your 
Saviour. 

Do not be led away by this 
modern, false, unchristian religion, 
only about sixty years old, Do not 
let its textbook take the place of 
the Bible your mother believed! 
Heaven, Hell, eternity, and judg- 
ment are REAL! So today, repent 
and be saved. 


Bible Promises a Curse on 
Christian Science 

Christian Science adds to the 
Bible the writings of Mary Baker 
Eddy, and so brings upon it the 
curse of God mentioned in Revela- 
tion 22:18, 19. 

Christian “Science brings, not 
the old Gospel of Christ who is 
God dying to save sinners, but a 
new gospel, therefore let it be ac- 
cursed, for we are told in Gala- 
tians 1:8, 9: 


“But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other 
gospel unto you than that which 
we have preached unto you, let 
him be accursed. As we said before, 
so say I now again, If any man 
preach any other gospel unto you 
than that ye have received, let 
him be accursed.” 


The attitude of real Christians 
toward this pagan, unchristian, 
false religion should be that which 
is commanded in the second epistle 
of John, verses 9 to 11: 


“Whosoever transgresseth, and 
abideth not in the doctrine of 
Christ, hath not. God. He that 
abideth in the doctrine of Christ, 
he hath both the Father and the 
Son. If there come any unto you, 
and bring not this doctrine, receive 
him not into your house, neither 


bid him God speed: For he that 
biddeth him God speed is partaker 
of his evil deeds.” 


We are to love individual Chris- 
tian Scientists but we are not to 
receive into our houses teachers 
of this doctrine, nor bid them God- 
speed, lest we be partakers of their 
evil deeds. 


If you have a-Christian Scientist 
neighbor, friend, or relative, then 
pray earnestly that he may be de- 
livered from the deception of 
Satan and believe the Bible instead 
of this false doctrine. People who 
are deceived in this matter need 
your love, sympathy and careful 
teaching from the Bible itself. 
And Christians everywhere ought 
to believe and be able to prove 
and testify that God does answer 
prayer about health, and jobs, and 
peace of mind, and daily bread, 
and above all, He forgives the 
sins of those who put their faith 
fin Jesus Christ as the God-Man, 
“Our Lord Jesus Christ.” Real 
Bible Christians have far more to 
boast of than this falsely so-called 
Christian Science. Therefore, 
Christians, let your light shine!
